To the Honorable tlte General AfHemhly: 

The Thirty-Ninth Annual Report upon the Registration of Births, Marriages, 
and Deaths in Rhode Island, and including judicial procedures in relation to 
divorce, during the year 1891, with compondiary Tables of the results of regis- 
tration in previous years, is herewith respectfully submitted. 

The plan of preceding years, in regard to the general arrangement of the 
Tables, summaries and comments, has been followed in this report, with some 
additional Tables, and a few special changes made to meet certain requirements. 

It has been the design, as in previous reports, to present in the special Tables, 
the important facts of many years of registration, as well as of single years, in 
such manner as to make them readily apparent, and thereby relieve the reader of 
the statistics, of much of the labor of personal examination of each of the general 
Tables of the preceding reports for the purpose of ascertaining the relation the 
various facts bear to each other. 

In the computation of the ratios of births, marriages and deaths, in proportion 
to the population, it will be obvious that absolutely exact results cannot be ob- 
tained for non-census years, inasmuch as the exact poi)ulation cannot be known 
in other than those years in which a census of the population is taken. 

The estimate of the population of the State, at the middle of the year 1891, 
upon which the birth, marriage and death rates for the State are computed, was 
obtained by assuming that the rate of in(Tease of i)opulation, since the taking of 
the census in the middle of the year 1890, had been the same as the mean annual 
rate during the years between the two last census enumerations 

The reports upon the records of the vital movements of the population of 
Rhode Island have acquired a reputation not confined to our own country, as 
statisticians in several countries in Europe, as well as in America, have been an- 
nual solicitors for copies for governmental, corporate and private use. It is the 
aim of the State Registrar to make them as perfect as possible, and, therefore, 
entirely trustworthy.

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During the period of tliirty-eight years there were recorded, in Rhode 
Island, 218,780 births, of which number 8,584 were still born, and 
210,196 were living children. 

During the same period there were recorded 86,029 marriages, or 
172,058 persons married, and 153,732 deaths. 

These results show that in every 25.5 birtiis there was one still-born 
child, or that in every 1,000 births there were about 39 still-born and 
961 living children. 

The same results also show that the ratio of whole number of living 
births to the whole number of persons married, and to the whole num- 
ber of decedents respectively, during the same period, were as follows :

The large actual excess of births over the deaths, in 1891, has not 
been exceeded during the whole period of the regular annual returns 
relating to the registration of vital statistics in the several towns. 
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The varying numbers of the events of births, marriages and deaths 
occurring in the different towns, during each of the six years ending 
December 31, 1891, are very concisely presented in Table XIV, and a 
ready means is th'^reby afforded of comparing and studying the changes 
in the vital movements of the people in the different precincts, during 
those years. 

As before observed, the actual increase of the births over the deaths, 
in 1891, was unusually or perhaps unprecedentedly large, but with such 
natural increase the addition to the population was less than one per 
cent. 

The increase of population in the State, for the ten years 1880 to 
1890, was about twenty-five per cent., or an annual average of two and 
one-half per cent. Doubtless the increase of population, during 1891, 
was not less than the average of the previous ten years, and, if so, the 
increase by immigration must have been nearly twice as large as the 
natural increase.

In Table XV, on the preceding page, may be found the varying pro- 
portions of the number of births, marriages and deaths to every 1,000 
of the population in the various towns and cities in the State, as they 
occurred in 1891. 

In regard to births, tlie extreme range of proportion to population 
was from 7.4 in every 1,000, in Exeter, to 35.4 in Lincoln. Following 
Lincoln, in the line of largest proportion, are Newport city, with 33.8 ; 
and Woonsocket, with 29.9. Following Exeter, in the line of the 
smallest proportion of births to population, are Oharlestown, with 13.1 
in every 1,000, and Little Compton 9.7.

DEATHS. Proj^ortion to Population, 

The number of deaths, in proportion to the living population, varies 
considerably from year to year in the different towns. The smaller the 
towns the greater, generally, is the annual variation. 

The highest rate occurred in Warren, that is, 23.7 in every 1,000 of 
the population ; followed by Foster and Glocester, with 22.0 each. 

Several of the county towns had larger death-rates than either of the 
cities. 

The lowest death-rate was in the town of Jamestown, that is, 8.1 in 
every 1,000 of the population, followed by North Kingstown with 10.0, 
and South Kingstown with 10.9. 

The following summary will give the ratios of mortality to the pop- 
ulation in the cities and counties of the State, during the seven years 
ending December 31, 1891 :

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During the ten years 1871-1880, the average anuual birth-rate was 
one birth in every 89 7 of the population, or 25.2 births in every 1,000; 
(hiring the ten years 1881-1890, the average birth-rate was one birth in 
every 41 of the |)opuIation, or 24.3 in every 1,000, a falling off of a 
proportion of nearly one birth in every 1,000 of the population. 

During the period of ten years, 1871-1880, the average annual death- 
rate was one in every 58.4 of the population, or 17.2 in every 1,000, 
according to the returns. During the ten years 1881-1890 the average 
annual death-rate was one in every 53.3 of the population, or 18.8 in 
every 1,000 of the living. 

It must be remembered, however, that the returns during the last ten 
years have been more complete than in previous years.

The general statistics of births in Rhode Island, during the year 
1891, derived from the returns sent to the office of the Slate Registrar, 
may be found on pages 2 to 8, inclusive, in Tables I, II and III. 

The whole number reported is 9,426, as before stated, and is 876 
more than the number in 1890. 

SEX OF THE CHILDREN BORN. 

Of the 9,426 children whose births were registered in 1891, there 
were 4,926 males and 4,500 female. This gives 109.5 males to each 
100 females, or 522.6 males and 477.4 females in each 1,000 children.

There was an increase of 876 in the whole number of births in 1891, 
over the number in 1890, or rather more than 10 per cent. 

In the class of the first child of the mother, the increase was naore 
than 11 per cent., while in the class of second child of the mother the 
increase was less than one-half of one per cent.

Parentage. — Of the 94, 50 were born of native mothers and 44 of 
foreign born mothers. The colored illegitimates were, with two ex- 
ceptions, 0^ native parentage. There were, of the 85 white illegiti- 
mates, 43 born of native mothers, and i2 of foreign born mothers. 
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The parentage given is of native born and foreign born, that is, the 
native born including all* mothers born in the United States, although 
said mothers may have been in part the children of foreign born 
parents. 

Fifty-one of the illegitimates were born of indigent, pauper or crim- 
inal mothers, in public, charitable or penal institutions. 

The proportion of illegitimates to the whole number of births was 
about one in every 100 cases, or about ten in every 1,000 births.

The number of marriages registered in Rhode Island, during the 
year 1891, was 3,320. This number is 291 more than in 1889, and 
125 more than in 1890.

It will be of some interest to notice that by the exhibit of the two 
preceding Tables, it is shown that, although the marriages of the native 
born (whether the issue of foreign born parents or natives) have, as a 
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rule, increased in numbers, they have also steadily decreased in propor- 
tion, with two or three exceptional years, that is, to the whole number 
of marriages ; while the marriages of the class of the exclusively for- 
eign born, have been, for thirty years preceding 1891, gradually in- 
creasing in proportion. 

In the class of mixed nativity, there was a small decrease in 1891, a 
proportion less than one per cent, lower than that of the previous year. 

The falling off of the percentage of marriages of the class of exclu- 
sive foreign born, during 1890, was only a temporary interruption.

It will be seen, by Table XLII, that 162 bachelors married widows, 
4 of whom married brides that had been twice widowed. Of the 488 
widowers who married in 1891, 282 married spinsters, and 206 married 
widows. Of the widows who married widowers, 14 had been twice 
married previously. 

MARRIAGES OF PERSONS OF COLOR. 

The number of marriages of persons of color in Rhode Island, in 
1891, was 95. This includes ten marriages in which one of the parties 
was white. The number and color of the individuals were, therefore, 
180 persons of color and 10 persons white. The white persons were 
three males and seven females. The marriages, however, may be prop- 
erly included in the above class, inasmuch as the offspring of such 
marriages are persons of color.

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There were 97 marriages, in 1891, in which one or both of the parties 
had been divorced, and in 11 of which both parties had been divorced. 
Of the 11 marriages where both parties had been divorced, 2 were a 
remarriage of the same persons. 

The proportion of the number of marriages, of which one or both of 
the parties had been divorced, to the whole number of marriages, was 
about one in every 34, or a little less than 3.0 per cent. 

But the proportion of divorced 2)er507is married during 1891, to the 
whole number of persons married in the same year, was about one in 
every 30, about 3.3 per cent., or 33 in every 1,000. 

The number of divorced persons married, in 1891, was 3 less than 
in the previous year. 



DIVORCES, 1891. 



According to the returns made to the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health (State Registrar) by the clerks of the Supreme Courts of 
the different counties in Rhode Island, the number of applications for 
divorce, during 1891, was three hundred and sixty-two (362). 

The number of divorces granted, during 1891, was two hundred and 
seventy-five (275). 

There were thirty-five more applications, during 1891, than during 
the preceding year, and the number of divorces granted was 31 more. 

Divorces are decreed for the following seven statute causes, viz. : 

1 .' Adultery. 

2. Extreme cruelty. 

3. Wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for a 
shorter period, in the discretion of the court. 

4. Continued drunkenness. 

5. Neglect or refusal to provide necessaries (having ability) for the 
subsistence of a wife. 

6. Gross misbehavior and wickedness other than aforesaid. 

7. Impotency. 

Divorces are also decreed, or marriages set aside, in the discretion of 
the court, for ascertained afliinity, consanguinity, idiocy, insanity, peni- 
tentiary crimes, and bigamous or otherwise illegal marriage.

The number of deaths registered in Rhode Island, during 1891, ac- 
cording to the returns made to the State Registrar, was six thousand, 
six hundred and twenty (6,620).

The death-rate (18.6 in every 1,000 living persons), was two and 
one-tenth less than that of the previous year.

Comparing the percentages of 1891 with those of the thirty-seven 
years, we And the per cent, of the first quarter 2.1 per cent, smaller, or 
21 per 1,000 leas; the second quarter 1.4 per cent, greater; and the 
last quarter is 1.5 per cent, larger thaa for the average of the thirty- 
seven years. The greatest morlaiity for any one season of any year is 
usually found in the third quarter, but in 1890, as will be seen in the 
Rbove Table, owing in large measure to the epidemic of influenza, the 
first quarter had the largest mortality.

There tony be found in Table I. on pages 2-5, tbe namber of de- 
cedents, in 1891, of the two general classes of parentnge, that ia, 
native and foreign. 
L Of tbe wliole number of decedents, 6,620, reported in 1891, 2,328 
Rrere of native, and 3,G9'2 were of foreign parentage. 
I By llie term "'foreign parentage" is meant Ibe decedents whose 
fatiicrs were horn in some otljer country and not in the United States. 
Tbe grandchildren o[ the foreign born are reckoned as of native pa- 
rentage, if their fathers were born in the United States. 

The following twelve towns reported a larger number of decedents 
of foreign parentage than of native, namely : Warren, Warwick, New- 
port, Burrillville, Cumberland, Johnston, Lincoln, North Providence, 
North Smilhfield, I'awtucket, Providence, and Woouaocket; also the 
State Institutions at Cranston. 

These numbers varied from a moderate excess to four or live times 
as many of foreign as of native parentage.

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AGE OF DECEDENTS. 

In Table I, on pages 2-5, may be found the aggregate and average 
age of all the decedents whose deaths occurred in 1891, and with the 
age of each sex, in each town and county in the State. 

By that Table it will be seen that the average age of all the male 
decedents in the State, in 1891, was 32.70 years, and that the average 
age of all the female decedents, in the same year, was 3G.28 years ; the 
average age of all decedents, of both sexes, 34.47 years. 

The average age of the total decedents in the State, in 1891, was 
nearly two years greater than the average for 1890. 

The average age of the male decedents in 1891, was one and two- 
thirds greater, and the average age of the female decedents was two 
years greater than in the previous year.

The above table shows that the average longevity of the decedents 
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in Rhode Island increased over three years, daring a period of twenty- 
five years, ending with 1884, and of over four years increase, as the 
average of the five years preceding 1890.

The large proportion of the mortality of children under one year of 

age, reached during the previous two years, was held during 1891. 

Compared with the average of 30 years, ending with 1882, the average 

proportion, during the last eight years, was nearly 2 per cent., or about 

20 in every one thousand deaths more than the average in the longer 

period.

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The number of deaths from consumption, in 1891, was 110 less than 
in the previous year, and considerably less than the average of the 
previous ten years, notwithstanding the increase of population. 

Pneumonia was the cause of about the same number of deaths as in 
the previous year, but the fatality from pneumonia has been slowly in- 
creasing, in proportion to whole number of deaths, for the last twenty 
vears. 

Cholera Infantum fell off slightly in 1891, as compared with 1890, 
but the tendency for the last fifteen years has been toward a consider- 
ably increased proportion. 

Diseases of the heart have also been on the increase as causes of 
death, for fifteen years and more, the mortality in 1891 being the largest 
ever recorded in the State. 

Old age, as a cause of death, has lessened in proportion to the whole 
number of deaths during the last fifteen years, but the decrease has 
been much the largest during the last half dozen years. 

During the last fifteen years, apoplexy, bronchitis, and kidney dis- 
eases have, as well as those mentioned above, increased in proportion 
as causes of death, and scarlatina, typhoid fever, diarrhcea and dysen- 
tery have decreased.

COMMENTS. 



There have been presented in the preceding jjages, niimericaliy and 
in tabular form, tbe djfferenl causes of death in Uliode Island, in 1891, 
with various Buminaries and ilhistrnlions.

In Table JX, with the claesification and percentage of canses of death, 
the number of each general cause, in each division of larger population, 
is given. 

In Table X a nosological summary of causes of death for ILe whole 
State, in each of thirty-eight years, is given. 

Table LX is a compend in part of Tables VII, VIII and IX pre- 
viously alluded to, and contains the partrciilars of the most important 
causes of death in 18!)1, and comprises the principal causes which will 
he commented upon in the following pages ; 
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DEATHS FROM ACCIDENTS. 

The number of deaths from accidental causes of all kinds, reported 
in Rhode Island, in 1891, was 233. This number is 17 less than during 
1890. 

Among the 233 deaths from accident there were 17 from asphyxia; 
18 from burns and scalds ; 52 from drowning ; 21 from falls ; 29 from 
fractures and contusions of various kinds ; 16 from poison ; 30 from 
accidents of various forms on railroads ; and 50 from numerous other 
accidental circumstances. 

Of the whole number of c^eaths by accident 174 were males and 59 
were females; 78 were of native, and 155 were of foreign parentage. 

Of the sexes the proportion was 74.68 per cent, of male decedents 
to 25.32 per cent, of female decedents. 

Of parentage, 66 per cent, was of foreign, and 34 per cent, of native.

In regard to periods of life, the decedents from accidental causes 
were divided as follows : Under 5 years, 32 ; 5 and under 10, 14 ; be- 
tween 10 and 20, 19 ; between 20 and 40, 76 ; between 40 and 60, 56; 
over 60, 33 ; and 3, age not stated. 

In regard to sectional divisions of the State, 5 of the deaths from 
accidental causes were In Bristol county; 18 in Kent county; 16 in 
Newport county ; 10 in Washington county, and 184 in Providence 
county. 

The whole number of deaths from accidental causes, in 1891, in 
proportion to the whole number of deaths from specified causes, in the 
State, was about 35 in every one thousand.

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APOPLEXY AND PARALYSia. 



Tliere were 335 deaths from apoplexy and paralysis in Rhode Island, 
in 1891, according to the returns. The number reported ia 6 less than 
in the year 1690. 

Of the sexea, there were 160 males and 175 females. 

Of parentage, 207 were of native parentage, and 128 of foreign. 

Aa observed in previous reports, the older native population has 
steadily been, in a very large proportion, more prone to apoplexy than 
the foreign, or the children o( tbe foreign population. 

It will be observed that the proportion of deaths from apoplexy and 
paralysis, to whole mortality from all causes, haa steadily increased 
from about three and one-half per cent., during the first quinquennial 
(1865-1869), to nearly five and one-half per cent, during the quin- 
quennial 1885-1889.

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BRONCHITIS. 

The nnmber of decedents, in 1891, whose deaths were reported as 
having been caused by bronchitis, was 247. This is a larger number, 
with the exception of 1890, than was ever returned in a single year. 

Of the 247 decedents 108 were males, and 139 were females ; or at 
the rate of 77 males to each 100 females. 

In relation to parentage, 95 were of native, and 152 of foreign pa- 
rentage. 

In regard to age, 128 of the decedents were under 5 years of age, 5 
were between 5 and 20 years, 11 between 20 and 40 years, 27 between 
40 and 60 years, and of the remaining 76 decedents above 60 years of 
age, there were 34 deaths from chronic bronchitis. 

During the first four months of the year the decedents from bron- 
chitis numbered 94 ; during the last four months the number was 94. 

The very large increase in tlie proportionate mortality from bron- 
chitis, during the last twenty-seven years, will scarcely fail to be noticed 
in Table LXVI.

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CANCER. 

There were 177 decedents, in 1891, whose deaths were caused by 
cancer, according to the returns.

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CHILD-BIRTH. 

Under the head of '' Child-birth'* are included, in this connection, 
puerperal fever, puerperal convulsions, and whatever causes of death 
that may have occurred as the direct result of child-birth, or parturi- 
tion. 

The number reported in 1891 was 32; 15 of which were from the 
immediate effects of child-birth, including metritis, hemorrhage, rupture 
of uterus, <&c., 5 from septicaemia, 5 from puerperal convulsions, and 
7 from puerperal fever.

The number of deaths from cholera iufaDtum, according to the re- 
turns for 1891, was 546. 

Of the 546 decedents, 298 were males, and 248 were females. 

Of parentage, 170 were of native, and 376 of foreign parentage; or 
about 221 of foreign to every 100 of native parentage. 

The mortality from cholera infantum, duriug 1891, was about 6 per 
cent, less than during the year 1890. 

As may be seen on the following page, the number of decedents 
from cholera infantum, during the twenty-seven years from 1865 to 
1891, inclusive, was 7,540. 

The proportion to total mortality, for the period of twenty-seven 
years, was about 6.0 per cent. For 1888 the proportion was 7.8 per 
cent. ; for 1889, 6.8 per cent. ; for 1890, 8 4 per cent. ; and for 1891, 
8.2 per cent.

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CONSUMPTION. 

The decedents from consumption, during 1891, numbered 740. The 
number is 112 less than in the preceding year. 

Sex.^Of these 740 decedents 380 were males, and 360 were females; 
giving less than 95 female decedents to every 100 male decedents; a 
circumstance not on record in any previous year for the whole State. 

For the period of twenty years (1865-1884), there were one hundred 
and twenty or more females to every 100 male decedents from consump- 
tion, and a very considerable excess every year since, until 1890 and 
1891. 

Parentage. — There were 248 decedents of native parentage, and 492 
of foreign ; a proportion of 200 of foreign parentage lo every 100 of 
native. 

Season, — The largest number of deaths in any one month, 82, oc- 
curred in March ; the next largest, 73. in May ; the smallest number, 
45, in January.

There was a ver^' decided decrease in the mortality from consumption 
in 1891, as compared with the preceding year, not only in numbers, but 
also still greater, in proportion to the population. 

In Bristol county the decrease was nearly 50 per centum ; in Provi- 
dence county towns more than 40 per cent. ; in Pawtucket and Woon- 
socket nearly 30 per cent. ; and in Providence city about 15 per cent. 

A small increase was returned in Kent and Washington counties only.

There were 148 decedents from diarrhoea and dysentery, in 1891. 

Sex,—Ot the 143, 69 were males, and 74 were females, or in the 
ratio of about 93 males to each 100 females. 

Parentage. -^There were, of the 143 decedents, 51 of native parent- 
age, and 92 of foreign parentage, or a proportion of about 180 of 
foreign parentage to every 100 of native. 

Age, — There were 80 of the decedents from diarrhoea and dysentery 
under 5 years of age, and there were 50 over 50 years of age, leaving 
13 for all the 45 years between 5 and 50. 

Locality,— Of the 143 decedents, 106 were in Providence county, and 
13 in Newport county. Fifteen were reported from Kent county, four 
from Washington county, and four from Bristol county.

Sex,—Ot the 31 decedents from malarial fevere, in 1891, 15 were 
males and 16 were females, or about 94 males to every 100 females.

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DISEASES OF THE HEART. 

The number of decedents from tbe various forma of diseases of the 
heart, as reported id 1891, was 480. Tbe number is 75 more than that 
of 1890. 

5ea;.— Tbere were 248 male decedents, and 232 female decedents ; a 
proportion of about 106 males to every 100 females, but these propor- 
tions, although varying from year to year, are not greatly different. 

Parentage.— Ot the 480 decedents from diseases of the heart, in 
1891, there were 244 of native parentage, and 236 of foreign, a pro- 
portion of about 103 of native parentage to every 100 of foreign. It 
is in accordance with the invariable rule of the whole period of regis- 
tration, that the native population is more subject to heart diseases 
than the foreign; but the difference in proportion in 1891 was much 
less than in any previous year. 

There was not only a larger number of deaths from this cause, in 
1891, than ia the previous year, but also a considerably latter ratio to 
whole number of deaths. 

The following Table exhibits for each of tbe last twenty-seven years, 
1865 to 1891, inclusive, the number and percentage, and tbe sex and 
parentage of the decedents from diseases of the heart, and the num- 
ber of the same in each division of the State :

It will be seen that more than 41 per cent, of all the deaths from 
diseases of the heart were of persons over sixty years of age, and 
under eighty. 

Diseases of the heart have acquired large importance as a cause of 
death. From 30.0 in every 1,000 deaths from all causes, in 1865, 
heart diseases gradually increased to about 73 in every 1,000, in 1889, 
and falling back to slightly less than 60 per thousand in 1890, and ris- 
ing to 72.5 per thousand in 1891. 

INFLUENZA. 

The event, during the first four months of the year 1890, of a very 
extraordinary and perhaps unprecedented prevalence of a form of in- 
fluenza^ which was unlike that of ordinary occurrence ^ in that it affected 
indiscriminately all the functions and nearly all the organs of the body 
varying with the individuals attacked, and the reappearance of the 
same, although in greatly lessened numbers, in 1891^ warrants a con- 
tinued notice not given previous to 1890, in the Registration Reports 
to the affection so named. 

The disease was, in 1890, most largely confined to the respiratory 
passages, and resulted in a largely increased mortality from bronchitis 
and consumption. During 1891, the disease was equally as severe, 
affecting in a larger measure the brain and other nerve centres, and the 
direct mortality was even larger than that of 1890. The prevalence was 
largest during the second quarter of the year, and again in December. 

There were 177 deaths reported, in 1891, as resulting from influenza. 

Sex, — Of the 177, 67 were males and 110 were females, a proportion 
of 60 males to every 100 females. 

Parentage, — The parent nativity of the decedents was 91 of native 
and 86 of foreign. 

Season, — Of the 177 deaths from influenza, during 1891, 8 only oc- 
curred in the first quarter of the year, 60 in the second, 6 in the third 
and 103 in the fourth quarter. 

Age, — There were 23 under 5 years of age, 8 from 5 to 20 years, 20 
from 20 to 40, 35 from 40 to 60, 71 from 60 to 80, and 20 from 80 
years of age and over.

INSANITY. 

There were 21 deaths from insanity, in 1891, a decrease of 9 from 
1890. The percentage to the whole number of deaths was about one- 
third of one per cent. The percentage during the last three years has 
been less than the average of the twenty-five years preceding. These 
deaths occurred chiefly at the Cranston institutions, and in the Butler 
hospital. 

Sex,— There were 10 male and 11 female decedents. 

Parentage. — The number of native decedents from insanity was 16, 
and of foreign parentage 5.

There were 245 deaths returned, during 1891, with diseases of the 
kidneys assigned as tlie cause. 

/Sea;.— Of the 245, there were 123 males and 122 females, which is 
more nearly equal than in any year during a period of twenty-six years'. 

Parentage, — There were 122 of native parentage and 123 of foreign, 
or about 100 of native to every 100 of foreign parentage. 

In 1890, it occurred for the first time in twenty-six years that the 
decedents from diseases' of the kidneys, of foreign parentage, outnum- 
bered those of native parentage. 

Age. — Of the 245 decedents from kidney diseases 7 were under five 
years of age, 3 from five to twenty, 47 from twenty to forty, 80 from 
forty to sixty, 96 from sixty to eighty, and 12 eighty and over. 

Diseases of the kidneys have largely increased in number, and much 
larger still in proportion, during the last twenty-seven years. 

During the ten years from 1865 to 1874, inclusive, the proportion of 
deaths from kidney diseases, to whole number of deaths from all causes, 
was but little more than one per cent. , while during the ten years from 
1880 to 1889, inclusive, the proportion was nearly two and one-half 
per cent.

There were 81 deaths reported, in 1891, as having been caused by 
structural diseases of the liver. 

Of the 81 decedents there were 41 males and 40 females ; or a nearly 
equal proportion of males and females. 

There were 28 of native parentage and 53 of foreign ; or about 52 
of native to every 100 of foreign. 

Fifty-six or nearly four-fifths of the whole number were of persons 
of forty years of age and over. 

In the age period of from five to forty, there were but twelve de- 
cedents from diseases of the liver. 

The mortality from such diseases does not depend to any marked 
extent upon the influence of season.

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DROPSY. 

Daring 1891 there were 35 deaths returned as having been caused by 
dropsy. 

It has been repeatedly observed in previous reports that although this 
term is a misnomer in a large measure and conveys no definite idea of 
the pathological condition preceding the dropsical accumulation, it is, 
nevertheless, the only cause returned, and as it is in some instances 
the apparently immediate cause of death, it is given a place in the 
Registration Reports ; and as a frequent result and concomitant of 
diseases of the kidneys and liver, it has been placed in comparison 
with them in the following Table. 

Of the 35 decedents from dropsy, 8 were males and 27 were females. 

The female decedents from dropsy are in nearly every year, in a 
considerable number, in excess of the male decedents. 

Of the parentage, 20 were of native and 15 of foreign parentage. 

An examination of Table LXXXIII will serve as evidence of the 
greater carefulness and better judgment of the medical practitioners of 
the present time, inasmuch as the causes of dropsy are now better 
understood and reported, and for that reason the number of deaths at- 
tributed to dropsy have diminished nearly fifty per cent.

The sexes seem to be 
nearly equally susceptible to measles and to mortality therefrom. 

Of parentage there were 4 of native and 8 of foreign. 

During the last ten years the proportion of mortality from measles 
has been about 63 of native to every 100 of foreign parentage.

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OLD AGE. 

The number of deaths, in 1891, altributed to old age as a cause, 
was 185. 

This is a smaller number than has been returned from that cause in 
any year since 1867, when the proportion to whole number of specified 
causes of death was 6.98 per centum, as against 2.80 in 1891. 

It should be stated, however, that the physicians* certificates of 
* causes of death in later years, are more definite in stating the specific 
cause, as '* debility," *' heart failure," "innutrition," *' indigestion," 
etc-, which will account in part for the apparently lessened number. 

Of the 185 decedents from old age, 83 were males and 102 were 
females, or about 80 males to every 100 females, which is larger than 
the average proportion of males during the whole period of registra- 
tion in Rhode Island. 

Of the parentage of the 185, there were 121 of native and 64 of 
foreign parentage, or nearly 200 of native to every 100 of foreign.

Sex. — Of the 68 decedents from peritonitis there were 28 males and 
40 females, a proportion of nearly 142 females to every 100 males. 

Parentage. — There were 38 of native parentage and 30 of foreign, 
or a ratio of 80 foreign to every 100 of native parentage. 

Season, — The seasons do not as a rule have a notable influence in 
regard to the mortality from peritonitis. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There were 568 decedents from pneumonia, in 1891. The number 
is one less than in 1890. 
The proportion to whole number of deaths was 8.6 per hundred. 

/Sea;.— Of the 568 decedents from pneumonia, and including conges- 
tion of the lungs, 270 were males and 298 were females ; or about 110 
females to every 100 males. 

Parentage,— By parentage there were 247 of native and 321 of for- 
eign parentage. The proportion of decedents from pneumonia was 
about 77 of native to each 100 of foreign parentage. 

Season, — There .were 228, or nearly 40 per cent., of the deaths that 
occurred during the first four months of the year. The largest mor- 
tality by months was 128 in December, 62 in April, 59 in January, and 
58 in May. 

Pneumonia, as a cause of death, has increased in the ratio to whole 
number of deaths, during the last twenty-five years, from an average 
of 5.8 per cent., during the first ten years, to an average of 7.6 per 
cent, during the last ten previous to 1890.

SCARLATINA. 

The number of deaths returned as having been caused by scarlatina, 
in 1891, was 33. The number is 17 more than in 1890, and less, with 
the exception of 1890, than in any year since 1867. 

/Sea:.— Of the 33 decedents from scarlatina 17 were males and 16 
were females ; or about 100 females to every 100 males. 

Parentage, — There were 12 of native parentage, and 21 of foreign; 
a proportion of about 175 of foreign parentage to every 100 of native.

The number of deaths by soleide, in Rhode Island, duridg 1891, was 
4Di» wl«eA 18 il more than in the preceding year. 

TWre were 27 male and 13 female decedents from that cause, or a 
proportion of two males to every one of the females. 

Of the 40, 15 were of native parentage and 25 of foreign. It is not 
in accordance with the rule of previous years that there was a prepon- 
derance of decedents from suicide of foreign parentage. 

The means of self-destruction, according to the returns, were as fol- 
lows : By arsenic* one male and one female ; by cutting the throat, 
two males and one female ; by drowning, three males and two females ; 
by hanging, two males and three females ; by morphine, three males, 
one female; by paris green, one female; by shooting, twelve males, 
one female ; unspecified and various, four males and two females. 

The proportion of suicides, to all other causes of death in Rhode 
Island, during 26 years has, in but one quinquennial period, exceeded 
one-half of one per cent. 

Deaths by suicide have been nearly 25 per cent, less, during the last 
ten years, than during the first ten of the twenty-seven years, as may 
be seen in the following Table,- although in 1891, the proportion Was 
six-tenths of one per cent, and more than twice as large as that Of 
1890:

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* WHOOPING COUGH. 

The number of deaths from whooping cough, returned in 1891, was 
77, exceeding the number in 1890 by 7, 

Of the 77 decedents from whooping cough. 39 were males and 38 
were females. 

There were 37 decedents of native parentage and 40 of foreign, or a 
proportion of 92 of native to 100 of foreign. 

Of the 77 decedents, 75 were under 5 years of age, and the remain- 
ing 2 were between 5 and 15 years of age. 

Contrary to the rule of previous years, the largest number of deaths 
from whooping cough occurred during the warmest mon^hs'^of the year 
in 1891. Thirty-three or nearly one-half of the mortality occurred 
during June, July and August.

It should be stated that the nomenclature of diseases in the nosological 
arrangement on the following pages is not intended to include the names 
of the whole list of morbid phenomena aflfecting the human organism, but 
the names of such only as are directly the cause of death, or such as 
ordinarily predispose to or set in motion the morbid processes that end 
in death. 

In the construction of the classification now adopted, use has been 
made of the results and conclusions of a committee of the Royal College 
of Physicians of England, and from such other sources as were accessible, 
and' from examination of the classifications in use in different countries 
in Europe and America. It has been the design to have all these classifi- 
cations based on observed facts and most advanced conclusions in rela- 
tion to pathological processes and morbid conditions, inductive, causative, 
progressive and ultimate. 

The statistical nosology will consist of two lists of causes of death, 

A TABULAR LIST AND SUPPLEMENTAL LIST. 

The Tabular List comprises the chief or primary causes of death 
which will be used in Table IX, on Classification and Percentage, in 
the preparation of the Registrar's annual reports, and will, therefore, 
include all those named in the Supplemental LibT, when the final ar- 
rangement is completed. 

The Supplemental List is subordinate to the Tabular List, and con- 
tains synonyms, or names of related diseases, which may be actually, 
or are supposed to be, causes of deaths and which are in addition to 
those in the Tabular List, and which are often found in Physician's 
certificates of death, as reported to the State registrar. These will 
have a place, in alphabetical order, in Tables Vll and VIII of the re- 
ports, and will be variously grouped under diflferent heads in Table IX, 
as the figure which precedes each cause in the Supplemental List will 
correspond, in the representation of diseased conditions, with the figure 
in the class and order in the Tabular List, under which that cause is 
placed.

Physicians' Certificates of Causes of Deaths. 



It should be the endeavor to specify the causes of death as definitely 
and correctly as possible. It is not unusual to find a return of death 
with the physician's certificate naming the cause of death ^'Paralysis," 
"Paraplegia," ''Fits," ''Convulsions/' "Dropsy," etc., which are 
merely secondary or consecutive causes, simpl}' symptoms only, or re- 
sults of some organic lesion or pathological derangement. Sometimes 
the alleg^ed cause is really the final cause, as in a case of termina- 
tion of life by paralysis, but the cause given as paralysis is not the 
determining^ cause. Apoplexy, or some lesion of the nervous 
centres, must be the original and determining cause of paralysis, para- 
plegia, hemiplegia, etc., and the determining cause should be stated as 
the primary in the return or certificate. 

Convulsions are the symptoms or results of some antece- 
dent or concurrent disease. They follow meningitis and other 
structural lesions of the nervous centres : they also occur from reflex 
derangement or disturbance of the nervous centres, as, in children, 
from intestinal irritation, or from inflammation, as in gastritis, enter- 
itis, nephritis, etc. In such cases they may be contributory to death, 
and perhaps, in rare instances, a final cause, by inducing or taking the 
form of tonic or tetanic spasm. But as contributory, or as a final cause, 
they are simply concomitant. They should find a place as secondary 
causes only in certificates of death. 

** Fits '' is too unmeaning a term to be used in any case. 

The word in a medical sense means a paroxysm, a tonic or clonio spasm, 
or an attack or succession of attacks of some physical or mental dis- 
turbance, as " a fit of apoplexy,'* " a fit of melancholia," etc., and is 
not properly used as synonymous with convulsions from any cause. It 
would be just as sensible to attribute a death to a " paroxysm," an 
" occurrence " or an " attack " as a cause, as to " fits," without some 
qualification. 

** Dropsy " and " Ascites " have been allowed to stand as 

determining causes of death because of extended use, and because of 
the obscurity with which their causes in rare instances are involved. 
We can scarcely conceive of a dropsical accumulation without antece- 
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dent organic or functional disorder, derangement of the absorbent or 
secretory system, or depravation of the blood. They are left in the 
tabular list with not a little reluctance. Paralysis, with cause unspeci- 
fied, is also left in the tabular list for a like reason, and with the same 
doubt of propriety. 

It may be suggested that it is sometimes difficult, and occasion- 
ally impossible to ascertain positively the chief or leading cause of 
death. The physician last in attendance may find several functional 
or structural diseases, the morbid conditions multiple and complex, 
and not only the initial derangement, but the succession of morbid 
processes, proximate, consecutive and ultimate, inextricably entangled 
and lost to discovery. 

The careful diagnostician will, however, even then be able to con- 
ceive the probable leading cause, but whether or not, he will be able at 
least to ascertain the most prominent and controlling lesion 
or functional derangement then existing, and which may reason- 
ably be accepted as the chief cause of death. 

The preceding remark applies very properly to cases of adventitious ^ 
diseases which prove fatal, when occurring in individuals already suf- 
fering from some chronic disease of slower progress, as when fatal dys- 
entery attacks a consumptive person, or one having chronic nephritis 
dies from pneumonia. The acute disease occurring independently 
of the chronic disease is the chief cause of death, although the fatal 
event may have been made more sure by the existence of the antecedent 
.disease, and although the antecedent disease would have ultimately 
caused death. 

In attributing deaths to scrofula, tuberculosis, tumor, cancer and other 
generic terms, as causes, the organic structure or locality where 
the disease is developed should always be given, if possible, other- 
wise such terms arc very indefinite. 

The objects desired in presenting the preceding nomencla- 
ture of causes of death, and the suggestions following, are to sub- 
serve the purpose of greater tiniformity and precision in the use of 
nosological terms, and to promote the accomplishment of entire defi- 
niteness, accuracy and completeness in the physicians' certificates of 
causes of death. 

The State of Rhode Island has a leading reputation for the complete- 
ness of its vital statistics. It is not excelled, if equalled, by any State 
in the Union. With the exception of two or three, there are no States 
that have even any approximate completeness of numbers of de- 
cedents, and fullness of statements of fact connected therewith. It is 
hoped that the physici.ins of Rhode Island will feel a piofessional and 
patriotic interest in the continued elevation of the reputation of the 
State as a collector of accurate and conii)lete vital statistics.

OF THE REGISTRATION OF BIRTHS, DEATHS AND MARRIAGES. 

Section 1. The town clerks of the several towns, or any person whom the 
board of aldermen of any city, or the town council of any town may appoint 
for that purpose, shall obtain, chronologically record and iudex, as required by 
the forms prescribed by section three of this chapter, all information concerning 
births, marriages and deaths occurring among the inhabitants of their respective 
towns ; and on or before the first Monday in March, annually, shall make duly 
certified returns thereof to the secretary of the state board of health, for the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December next preceding, accompanying the 
same with a list of the persons required by law to make returns to them, who 
have neglected to do so, and with such remarks nilating to the object of this 
chapter as they may deem important to communicate. 

Sec. 2. The secretary of the state board of health shall receive the returns 
made in pursuance of the preceding section, and annually make a general abstract 
and report thereof, in form as prescribed by section three of this chapter, and 
publish not exceeding one thousand copies thereof, and for preparing, tabulating 
and publishing said annual report the sum of five hundred dollars shall be paid to 
the state registrar. Said returns, after such report is prepared, shall be deposited 
in the office of the secretary of state, who shall cause the same to be arranged, 
full alphabetical indices of all the names to be made, and the whole to be bound 
in volumes of c<mvenient size and carefully preserved in his ofii( e. 

32 
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Sec. 8. The blank forms reciuired to carry out the provisions of tliis chapter 
shall, on application, l)e furnished by the secretary of the state board of health 
to clergymen, physicians, undertakers, town clerks, clerks of meetings of the 
Society of Friends, and other persons requiring them, substantially as follows: 
The record of a birth shall state the date and place of birth, name and sex of the 
child, whether born alive or still-born, the name and surname, color, occupation, 
residence and birthplace of the parents, and the time of recording, so far as the 
same can be ascertained. The record of a marriage shall state the date of the 
marriage, place, name, residence and oftlcial station of the person by whom mar- 
ried, names and surnames of the parties, age, color, occupation and residence of 
each, condition, that is, whether single, widowed or divorced, what marriage, 
that is, whether first, second, third or other marriage, the occupation, birthplace 
and name of their parents, and the time of recording, so far ag the same can be 
ascertained. The record of deaths shall state the date of death, name and sur- 
name of the deceased, the sex, color and condition, whether single or married, 
age, occupation, place of death, place of birth, names and birthplace of parents, 
disease or cause of death, and the time of recording, so far as can be ascertained. 

Sec. 4. Every meeting of the Society of friends, clergyman, and all others 
authorized to join persons in marriage, shall make a faithful record of every such 
rite performed by them, in manner and form aforesaid, and return the same for 
the last preceding month, on or before the second Monday of every month, to 
the town clerk of the town in which such rite shall have been performed ; and 
no marriage shall be solemnized until the parties shall have signed and delivered 
to the person about to solemnize it, or to the clerk of a meeting of the Society of 
Friends, a certificate containing the information required for the record of a 
marriage, as prescribed by this chapter. 

Sec. 5. The town clerk of every town shall annually, in the month of Janu- 
ary, collect the information required by this chapter, in relation to all children 
born in the town during the year ending on the thirty-first day of December next 
preceding. 

Sec. 6. Whenever any person shall die, or any still-born child shall be brought 
forth in this state, the physician attending at such bringing forth or last sickness, 
if any physician so attended, shall, within forty-eight hours after such death or 
bringing forth, leave with the family, if any, or person having the care of the 
deceased, or the person bringing forth such still-born child, or give to the under- 
taker or person who conducts the funeral, a certificate stating, in case of a death, 
the name of the deceased, the date of the death, and the disease or cause of the 
death, and in case of the bringing forth of a still born child, the date and the 
cause of such child being brought forth still-born. Provided, however, if the 
physician last in attendance shall not have knowledge of such death, or is other- 
wise reasonably prevented from leaving with the family or giving the undertaker 
such certificate within the time hereinbefore specified, or before the funeral or 
disposal of the remains of the deceased, he shall, within five days after having

:r. 7. Every town couucll may appoint a sufficloiil •aumber of pereoDB la 
i undertakers, removable at (be pleasure of such couDt^il. 

Sbc, 8. No undertaker or other person aliall cuadnct a futievitl. or bury or de- 
posit in a tomb, or remove from tbls state, or ollierwlse dispose of Ibe remains of 
any deceased puruio or still-bora child unless be shnll flvst obtain tbe pbysiciau'a 
ccrtiflcftEe required by secllou six of tbls chapter, if a physician was in attendance 
upon sucli person who 1ms deceased, or Ibe person bringing forlli sucb gtlll-bom 
cbild, and sball return tbe same, togetber with his own certificate of the infor- 
mniion required by section three of this chapter, to the towu clerk of the town 
where such death or bringing forth took place. Provided, however, that in such 
towns as tillow the Imriiil or. removal of Ibe bodies of deceased persons without 
a permit from tbe town clerk, and the undertaker or otlicr person who has charge 
of tbe disposal of the reniains of tbe deceased person is unable to obtain the said 
pbysiciau's certificate, after reasonable attempts therefor before the burial or re- 
moval of the said remaina, then tbe said undertaker or other person shall make 
bis rei,urua3 i*equ!red by section three of this chapter, including the cause of death 
and the name of the physician Itiat in attendance upon the deceased, immediately 
to the tuwD or city clerk or registrar of the town or city In wiiich the death 
occurred. He shall, also, within two days thereafter, notify the physician last in 
Htteudance upon the deceased person of the name and date of death of the same. 

Sec, 9. Any town may make ordinances mure effectually to attain tbe objects 
herein contemplated. 

tSEC. 10. The towu clerks, or persons appointed us uforcsuld, shall receive for 
each record of a deuth made and returned as required by law, and for each record 
of a marriage made and returned as rcijuired by law, twenty cents, to be paid to 
them out of their respective towu treasuries: Proviiinl. that the yearly compen- 
salion to lie paid out of the town treasury as aforesaid, to any one town elerk or 
person appointed aa aforesaid, who shall perform the duties prescribed by this 
tliapt*;r, hball not be less Ihau five dollars. Undei.lakers and others making re- 
turns of death as required by sectiuua six and eight of this chapter, shall receive 
lor each full report of n death made to tbe town clerk live cents lu the cities of 
Providence uud Newport, and Uiu cents in the other towns of the state. 

Sec. 11. Every clergyman, physician, undertaker, town clerk, clerk of any 
meeling of the Society of Friends, or other person who sball wilfully or unreason- 
ably neglect or refuse to purforin any of the duties imposed on or required of 
him liy this chapter, shall be fined not exceeding twenty dollars nor less than two 
dollars for each offence, one-half thereof to the vise of the towu in which tbe 
offence shall occur, uiid one-half Ihcreof to ILc use ot tbe jiersnn who shall com- 
plain of tbe same. ■ 

Bkc. 13. Every clcrgytnuu, physiciau, coroner, uuilerluker, medical e; 
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or clerk of any meollng of the society of Friends, shall cause his name, residence 
and post oflace address to be recorded in the town clerk's office of the town where 
he resides. 

Sec. 13. No letters of administration or letters testamentary shall be granted 
by any court of probate, upon the estate of any person, until the death of such 
person, or the facts from wliich the same is presumed, shall be duly certified, as 
near as may l>e, to the town clerk, in order that the same may be duly registered 
according to the provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 14. The town clerks of the several towns, the city clerk of the city of 
Newport, and the city registrar of the city of Providence, shall have the custody 
of all records of births, deaths and marriages of their respective towns, whether 
made under the statutes now in force or any former statute, and a certificate signed 
by them, certifying that any written or printed statement of any marriage, birth 
or death is a true copy of the record in their custody, shall be admitted as evi- 
dence of such marriage, birth or death. 

Sec 15. Births, marriages and deaths of non-residents shall be distinguished 
from those of residents, in the returns, by being arranged separately. 

Sec. 16. The secretary of the state board of health may, from time to time, 
vary the forms of returns, and require such additional information as he may 
consider necessary to accomplish the object of this chapter. 

Sec. 17. The town clerks or other oflScers appointed under this chapter to col- 
lect, record and return the births in the several towns, shall receive fees therefor 
as follows : For making record and return of these facts as required by law, 
twenty cents each for the first fifty entries in each calendar year, and ten cents 
each for each subsequent entry and return ; to be paid by the town in which the 
birth is recorded. 

Sec 18. The town clerks of the several towns, or other persons appointed 
under this chapter to collect the births in the several towns, shall annually in the 
month of January collect the facts concerning the births within their respective 
towns, required by this chapter ; and shall, so far as practicable, at the same 
time, collect the census of all persons between the ages of five and fifteen years 
inclusive, as provided by chapter fifty ; and shall receive therefor such compen- 
sation as the town council or the board of aldermen of their respective towns or 
cities shall determine : Promded, that the city of Providence shall be exempt from 
so much of the provisions of this section as relates to the collection of the statistics 
of births. 

Sec 19. Blanks for the foregoing purposes shall be furnished, on application 
therefor, on or before the first day of December in the year preceding, by the state 
board of health for the collection of births, and by the commissioner of public 
schools for the census aforesaid. 

Sec 20. The person or persons who shall discharge the duties required by 
section eighteen of this chapter, if other than the town clerk, shall make full

return ibereof to the town clerk of his or their town, on or before the tenth day 
of February next following. 

Sec. 21. The returns required to be made by clerks of the supreme court, in 
relation to divorces, to the secretary of the state board of health, or a prepared 
abstract thereof, shall be published in the annual report on the births, marriages 
and deaths in the state. 



SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW OF MARRIAGE. 



CHAPTER 163. PUBLIC STATUTES. 

Sections 1, 2 and 3 show what kindred persons cannot marry, and declare 
marriages within prohibited degrees null and void. 

Section 4 makes an exception in favor of Jews, within the degrees of affinity 
or consanguinity allowed by their religion. 

Section t5 declares the marriage of persons having a husband or wife living, 
and of idiots and of lunatics, absolutely void. 

Sec. 6. "Any ordained minister or elder of any religious denomination, who 
shall be domiciled in this state, and either justice of the supreme court, may join 
persons in marriage in any town in the state. (It will be seen that clergymen 
from other states canned lawfully solemnize marriages in Rhode Island.) 

Sec. 8. Wardens in the town of New Shoreham may join persons in marriage 
in said town. 

Section 9 provides that no minister, elder, magistrate or warden shall join per- 
sons in marriage, unless such persons, if residents of this ^fa^e,. shall first 
present (to the clergyman or other person officiating) a certificate properly exe- 
cuted and signed by the town or city clerk or city registrar of the town or city in 
which EACH of such persons shall RESPECTIVELY reside^ and 
if not residents of this state, then from the town or city clerk or registrar 
of the toton or city in which the marriafje shall he solemnized, to the effect that the 
said town or city clerk or registrar has duly recorded the intention of mar- 
riage between the parties named in the certificate, the said certiticate also setting 
forth the names and surnames of the parties, the age, color, occupation, birthplace 
and residence of each, whether either or both have been before married, and, if 
before married, whether the marriage intended is the first, second, third or other 
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marriage, and also whether the condition of either or both persons previously 
married is that of a divorced person, and the names, occupation and birthplace of 
€ach of their parents ; and no town or city clerk or city registrar shall issue such 
certificate to any minor person under guardianship, unless the consent in writing 
of the parent or guardian shall have first been obtained thereto : provided, how- 
ever, such certificate may be issued to a female over eighteen years of age, who 
has no parent or guardian living in the United States. (The legal minority of both 
sexes terminates at the age of twenty one.) 

Section 10 provides that every Society of Friends, and every person authorized 
to join persons in marriage, shall certify upon the certificate required in section 
nine of this chapter ths time when and the place wliere the marriage shall have been 
solemnized by him, and shall on or before the second Monday of every month, return 
the certificate of every marriage solemnized by him during the last preceding 
'month to the clerk oi* registrar of the town or city in which such rite shall have 
been peiformed. 

Section 11 forbids the solemnization of the marriage ceremony, by any person, 
when lawful objection is made thereto in writing, until such lawful objection be 
removed. 

Sections 12 and 13 provide that any person who shall join persons in marriage 
without first receiving the certificate required in section nine of this chapter, or 
otherwise contrary to or in violation of chapter 163 of the Public Statutes, shall 
be imprisoned not exceeding six months, or fined not exceeding one thousand 
dollars. 

Section 14 provides that all peksons married without duly proceeding as re- 
quired by chapter 163, shall be fined not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sec 15. The solemnization of marriage shall be in the presence of two wit- 
nesses at least, besides the minister, elder or magistrate officiating. 

Section 16 relates to marriage among Quakers or Friends, and among Jews. 
making them valid if in accordance with the forms, rites and ceremonies of the 
same respectively. 

Section 17 provides that at least one of the parties to any marriage solemnized 
according to the manner and form of the Society of Friends, or rites and cere- 
monies of the Jewish religion shall, before the celebration thereof, sign and de- 
liver lo the town or city clerk or city registrar of the town or city in which such 
mariiage is solemnized, the certificate required in section nine. 
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CHAPTEE 167. 
# OF DIVORCE. 

Section 1. Divorees from the bond of marriage shall be decreed in case of 
any marriage originally void or voidable by law, and in case either party is for 
crime deemed to be or treated as if civilly dead, or, from absence or other cir- 
cumstances, may be presumed to be naturally dead. 

Sec. 2. Divorces shall be decreed for impotency, adultery, extreme cruelty, 
wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for such desertion for a 
shorter period of time in the discretion of the court, for continued drunkenness, 
for neglect or refusal on the part of the husband, being of sufficient ability, to 
provide necessaries for the subsistence of his wife ; and for any other gross mis- 
behavior and wickedness in either of the parties, repugnant to and in violation of 
the marriage covenant. 

Sec. 3. Whenever it shall appear that the absence, adultery, cruelty, desertion 
or other cause of complaint, as aforesaid, was committed or occasioned by the 
collusion of the parties, and done and ccntVived with an intention to procure u 
divorce, in such case no divorce shall be decreed. 

Sec. 4. Whenever a divorce shall be had for the causes of affinity, consan- 
guinity, impotency, idiocy, lunacy or crime of either of the parlies, the wife shall 
have restored to her all her lands, tenements and hereditaments ; and a judgment 
may be passed for a restoration to her of all or such part of the personal estate 
specifically, or the value thereof, which has come to the husband's hands by virtue 
of the marriage, as the court from the circumstances of the case shall deem 
equitable. 

Sec 5. Whenever the divorce shall be occasioned by adultery, or other of the 
causes aforesaid, done or committed on the part of the wife, the husband shall 
hold the personal estate not secured to her by law, forever, and her real estate not 
secured to her by law durmg his natural life, in case they have had issue born 
alive of her body during the marriage, otherwise during her natural life only, if 
he shall survive her. 

Sec. 6. The court may, in such case, allow the wife for her subsistence so 
much of her real and personal estate as they shall deem necessary or proper. 

Sec. 7. Whenever a divorce is granted for adultery or crime on the part of the 
husband, the wife shall be entitled to dower in the same manner as if he were dead, 
unless the court shall decree alimony, chargeable upon the estate of the husband, 
instead of such dower. 

Sec. 8. Whenever a divorce shall be had for adultery, or for any of the causes 
aforesaid, done or committed on the part of the husband, the wife shall continue 
to hold all her property, real and personal, secured to her by law, free from any 
right in or control over her disposition of the same, either during her life or at 
her death ; and, if there be no issue living, shall be restored to all other her lands, 
tenements and hereditaments, if any there be. 
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Sec. 9. In such case the wife shall also be allowed out of the real or personal 
estate of the husband, or out of botli, such alimoDv as the court shall think rea- 
sonable, not exceeding the use of one moiety of his real estate, during the life of 
the wife, and the property of one half of liis personal estate, having regard to the 
personal property that came to the husband by the marriage, and his ability. 

Sec. 10. If there be issue living at the time of the divorce, the court, with 
regard to ordcriug restoration to the wife of such of her lands, tenements or here- 
ditaments, if any, as may not be secured to her by law, and in regard to the amount 
of alimony to be allowed her out of the property of the husband, may do as they 
shall judge the circumstances of the case may require. 

Sec. 11. Divorces from bed, board, and future cohabitation, until the parties 
be reconciled, may be granted for any of the causes for which by law a divorce 
from the bond of marriage may be decreed, and for such other causes as may seem 
to require the same. 

Sec. 12. In case of such divorce, the court may assign to the petitioner a sep- 
arate maintenance out of the estate or property, of the husband or wife, as the 
case may be, in such manner and of such amount as they may think necessary or 
proper. 

Sec. 13. Every petition shall be signed by the petitioner, if of sound mind 
and of legal age to consent to marriage, otherwise upon application to the court, 
and after notice to the party in whose name the petition shall be filed, the court 
may allow such petition to be signed by a guardian or next friend. 

Sec. 14. All jurisdiction over divorce, alimony, separate maintenance, or the 
custody, education, and support of the children of persons divorced or petition- 
ing for a divorce, is vested in the supreme court. 

Sec. 15. Said court shall have no cognizance of or jurisdiction over any peti- 
tion for the same, or either of the same, unless the petitioner shall, at the time of 
preferring such petition, be a domiciled inhabitant of this state, and have resided 
therein for the period of one year, next before the preferring of such petition. 

Sec. 16. All such petitions shall be filed, heard and tried in the county in 
which the petitioner shall reside. 

Sec. 17. The said court may, by general rule or otherwise, prescribe the notice 
to be given, within or without the state, on such petitions, and may issue such 
process as may be necessary to carry into effect all powers conferred upon them 
in relation to the same. 

Sections 18, 19 and 20 contain provisions in relation to citations to adverse 
party residing without the state, or in parts unknown. 

Sec. 21. Whenever any citation, issued under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be served by a disinterested person, such person shall return the same, hav- 
ing made oath thereon of the place where, the time when, and the manner in 
which he shall have made service of the said citations. 

Section 22 provides for giving and ensuring proper and sufficient notice to 
the adverse party. 
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8fic. 23. The said court is empowered to regulate the custody, and provide for 
the education, maintenance and support of the children of all persons by them 
divorced or petitioning for a divorce, and of all persons to whom a separate main- 
tenance may be granted, or who may petition for the same : to make such allow- 
ance to the wife, out of the estate of her husband, for the purpose of enabling her 
to prosecute or defend against any such petition for divorce or separate mainten- 
ance, in cjise she has no property of her own available for such purposes, as tliey 
may think rcjisonable and proper ; and to make all necessary orders and decrees 
concerning the same, and the same at any time to alter, amend and annul for 
sufficient cause, after notice to the parties interested therein 

Sec. 24. The said court may authorize a married woman to whom a divorce 
from the boud of marriage is decreed to change her name, with the same rights 
and liabilities as if her name had not been changed. 

Sec. 25. After the filing and during the pendency of any petition under this 
chapter, the supreme court may, as in equity, make such interlocutory decrees, 
or grant such temporary injunctions as may be necessory, until a hearing can be 
had before the court. 



CHAPTER 198. 

OF DIVORCES. 

Section 5. The clerks of the supreme courts of the several counties shall 
make returns to the secretary of the state board of health, on or before the first 
day of March in each and every year, for the year ending on the thirty-first day 
of December preceding, of all the applications for divorce, showing the number, 
the number granted, and the causes which are given for the application, but 
without the names of the parties, in accordance with the blanks which shall be 
furnished them by the secretary of the state board of health.
